Parliament Oak supporters 
have spent the last two months 
bombarding school board trust¬ 
ees with all the data they could 
muster showing that keeping 
the Old Town school open is the 
right decision. 

Last Tuesday was the final 
volley, as 14 school supporters, 
organized by CARE (Citizens 
for Accountable and 
Responsible Education) spoke 
passionately to trustees against 
the school closure. 

They were not only 
Parliament Oak parents—two 
speakers have children at 
Crossroads Public School, 
where the population could 
grow to more than 600 should 
the two student bodies be con¬ 
solidated.

structed, but quite biased 
and misleading under the 
surface," he said, leading the 
trustees to the conclusion 
that the best option is to 
close Parliament Oak 
School. 

"We simply have to rely 
on the trustees to not take 
any information at face value 
and seek the facts, not opin¬ 
ions, in the materials being 
presented." 

While financial con¬ 
straints and funding models 
might dictate the closure of 
marginal schools, "any 
objective evaluator of this 
ARC process would con¬ 
clude that Parliament Oak is 
not and should not be a 
marginal school on the cut¬ 
ting block,” he said. 

Ridesic called for three 
elementary schools in 
NOTL, for the same reasons 
the 2008 ARC recommended 
three schools. 

He summarized the situ¬ 
ation that has already been 
presented to trustees with 
DSBN policies and decisions 
leading to declining enrol¬ 
ment, with an old adage: 
“two wrongs don’t make a 
right" 

After making wrong deci¬ 
sions for the school, the stu¬ 
dents, the community and 
the municipality, closing the 
school would be the "second 
and final wrong that the 
trustees must not allow," he 

And keeping it open, he 
added, would save taxpayers 
the $1.3 cost of an addition 
at Crossroads.

‘School should be stable so students 
don’t feel uprooted, disconnected’ 


Julia Janzen, a Grade 7 stu¬ 
dent in Parliament Oak’s French 
immersion program, told trust¬ 
ees that although she’s not an 
expert, she thinks a small school 
helps build strong relation- 

"The school does an awe¬ 
some job of caring for each 
other and making it a safe and 
fun place to learn. Oh yeah, the 
teachers are pretty great, too,” 
shetoldtrusteesatlastTuesday’s 
school board meeting. 

Julia was one of 14 delega¬ 
tions at the board meeting, all 
pleading with trustees to con¬ 
sider the facts and come to the 
conclusion that the Old Town 
school should remain open. 

But Julia's plea was an emo¬ 
tional one—she spoke how dif¬ 
ficult it is for students to change 
schools. 

She first attended Laura 
Secord in Queenston, she said, 
then St. Davids. 

When she heard Laura 
Secord was closing, she knew 
immediately “it would be diffi¬ 
cult for many, including my sib¬ 
lings who would also have to 
switch schools,” she told trust- 


“I would be sad and frus¬ 
trated to have to transfer again 
(from Parliament Oak), make 
new friends again, and then 
transfer once more for high 
school. I would have to leam a 
whole new layout for just one 
year,” said Julia, for whom mem¬ 
orizing layout is essential—she 
is blind. 

Parliament Oak, she said, "is 
perfect and the renovations that 
were done a fewyears ago made 
it even more accessible and 

She spoke to trustees about 
her Mends being able to walk to 
Parliament oak, and about the 
history of the school and its 
many “cool memories.” 

"I know that because some 
of my Mends’ grandparents 
attended Parliament Oak when 
they were young. I think that 
makes the school extra valu¬ 
able. I think anybody whose 
grandparents have attended, or 
even their parents, would want 
to continue the tradition in their 
family with their kids.” 

But it’s not just the students 
that are nearly done at 


Parliament Oak that are affect¬ 
ed, it is also young kindergar¬ 
teners that have just started 
school. I remember being then- 
age. They would also benefit 
from getting to spend their ele¬ 
mentary school years in their 
community and even graduate 
there.” 

Sending the majority of 
Parliament Oak students to 
Crossroads “seems crazy,” she 
told trustees, because it already 
has about 500 students "and 
they would need to build on to 
the school if they wanted to 
make space for other students.” 

School should be a safe and 
caring place where kids can 
work hard and have fun, she 

“That’s Parliament Oak. It 
welcomed me in as a new stu¬ 
dent and made me love school 
more than ever. School should 
also be stable and planned out 
to avoid having kids get uproot¬ 
ed and feel disconnected. That 
means keeping Parliament Oak 
open. My generation, and 
maybe even my own grandchil¬ 
dren someday, will thank you 
for it.”

dispersal, not decline and 
can be corrected. 

“We simply ask that the 
same standards that have 
been applied to the accu¬ 
racy and veracity of our 
argument against consoli¬ 
dation be applied to the 
senior administration’s 
argument for consolida¬ 
tion," he said. 

Wiwcharyk asked trust¬ 
ees where the political sup¬ 
port for consolidation is 
coming from: not from any 
of the politicians, he said. 

He asked where the 
research is that shows ele¬ 
mentary schools with 
almost 600 students benefit 
children; and where is the 
objective, third-party sup¬ 
port for board staff popula¬ 
tion, growth, and enrol¬ 
ment projections 

“Where is the detailed, 
accurate accounting show¬ 
ing that the proposed con¬ 
solidation will save 
money?” he asked. 

“Why were you and the 
ARC led to believe PO 
needed a $400,000 elevator 
that we now know is not a 
requirement?” 

He also questioned the 
rationale for the proposal 
to spend $1.3M on an 
extension at Crossroads 
that staff’s own projections 
show will be unnecessary 
in three years, if 

declines as the 
board staff is pro¬ 
jecting. 

CARE is sub¬ 
mitting a critical 
analysis of the 
staff argument 
for closure, he 
said.

One speaker was a St. 
Davids Public School par¬ 
ent, also concerned about 
the fall-out should 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
have any less than three 
right-sized elementary 
schools. 

Now it’s up to the trust¬ 
ees, who are expected to 
discuss two opposing 
reports Tuesday—one 
from board staff and the 
other from the accommo¬ 
dation review commit¬ 
tee—and possibly make 
their decision. 

They’ve been blitzed 
by school supporters with 
well-researched data, 
much of it contradicting 
information in the board 
staff’s own report. 

They have also been 
shown, time and time 
again, that there is a 
strong consensus in the 
community and from all 
levels of government that 
Parliament oak should 
stay open. 

“This is not just about 
one school closing, it’s 
about a community try- 


their school board in a 
collaborative and mutu¬ 
ally beneficial manner,” 
Parliament Oak parent 
and CARE member 
Lyndsay Gazzard told the 
Advance after her last 
opportunity to speak to 
trustees. 

“We are asking the 
director of education to 
walk the talk with his 
vision of a revitalized 
education system for 
Niagara but to do so in 
partnership with the com¬ 
munities he supports and 
while also respecting the 


individual needs of each 
community. We are con¬ 
fident his vision and our 
community’s wishes can 
come together - we 
believe he can do this." 

The trustees support 
this revitalization vision, 
says Gazzard. 

"We rely on them to 
share the perspective of 
their constituents with 
the DSBN staff. We know 
our trustee Jonathan Fast 
supports us. We hope he 
can convince others that 
keeping Parliament Oak 
open is the best thing for 
everyone,” she said. 

Fast tried to get trust¬ 
ees to accept a motion 
Tuesday night in accor¬ 
dance with what CARE 
was asking, but was told 
by board chair Kevin 
Maves that his timing was 
off. 

The accommodation 
review committee, which 
met from September to 
January and submitted an 
impressive, thorough 
report, called for the 
school to stay open, while 
board staff have recom¬ 
mended it be closed. 

Senior staff continued 
to present enrolment fig¬ 
ures at last Tuesday’s 
meeting that put 
Parliament Oak under 
100 students in the com¬ 
ing years, with triple and 
even quadruple split 
classes, and cited major 
expenditures to keep the 
aging school open. 

Supporters have called 
for policy and school bor¬ 
der changes that would 
boost enrolment and 
eliminate the split class¬ 
es, including the phase¬ 
out of the French immer¬ 
sion program which is 


drawing students out of 
regular classes. 

Supporters also point 
to the expense of an addi¬ 
tion to Crossroads to 
accommodate Parliament 
Oak students as money 
that doesn’t need to be 
spent, and question the 
value of school closure to 
the students at either 


school. 

“How the children of 
both these schools would 
be impacted by a consoli¬ 
dation must be your 
major concern,” Gazzard 
told trustees Tuesday. 

“What would they gain 
from it and what would 
they lose? The value to 
the children of the pro¬ 


posed closure seems 
extremely limited,” she 

“A reason given for 
school closure is that it 
presents children the 
chance to receive optimal 
programming. We would 
ask that before any deci¬ 
sion is made, these bene¬ 
fits are outlined for us. 


What optimal program¬ 
ming would be offered 
and would all students be 
given the opportunity to 
participate?” 

Trustees are expected 
to discuss the staff and 
ARC recommendations 
and possibly reach a deci¬ 
sion about the school’s 
future Tuesday, April 22.

Thank you Pedal Angels for caring 


Thanks to a dedicated group of para¬ 
medics who call themselves the Niagara 
EMS Pedal Angels, Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
about to become the second municipality 
in the Niagara region to be designated as a 
"heart safe community,' with the purchase 
of 30 to 40 defibrillators and training for 
500 local residents in their use. 

Wainfleet was the first community to 
benefit from the initiative by the Pedal 
Angels - paramedics who participate in 
fundraising cycling events in Toronto - in 
partnership with Heart Niagara and the 
Heart and Stroke Foundation, with 100% of 
the funds raised going into the program. 

There are currently eight sites in NOTL 
that have defibrillators and the team plans 
to raise $81,000 to $110,000 this year to 
provide equipment and training for new 
sites throughout all areas of the communi¬ 
ty, with a goal of eventually making the 
Niagara region the safest heart-safe region 
in Ontario. 

When someone experiences a sudden 


cardiac arrest, there is only a 5% change of 
recovery, but when CPR is started right 
away, the chance of survival increases to 
75%. 

Heart disease is the leading cause of 
death in the Niagara region at 15%, and for 
those over 65 years old, that statistic jumps 
to 23% for both men and women. 

The Pedal Angels plan to target gather¬ 
ing spots like the Queen St. corridor in the 
Old Town and Niagara Stone Rd. through 
Virgil, along with locations in rural areas, as 
sites for the defibrillators. 

Each defibrillator unit plus training for 
up to 10 people costs $2,700. The Pedal 
Angels’ goal is to have the units installed by 
the end of the summer and the training 


That will help to make our community 
safer for everyone—locals and visitors. 

Thank you to the Pedal Angels for work¬ 
ing to make NOTL and the Niagara Region 
safe.

Emphasis is on 


soccer skill 
development 

Yes, (some) of the 
rumours are correct - there 
are changes to soccer this 
year as part of changes that 
have been happening for 
the last four years across 
the province. 

As the Ontario Soccer 
Association (OSA) imple¬ 
ments a long-term player 
development model 
(LTPD) changes have been 
happening in all OSA regis¬ 
tered clubs in Ontario. 

It is more emphasis on 
skill building than score 
keeping. Although the 
main thing people seem to 
hear is “no scores" it is 
much more than that, and 
that in fact is not the focus. 


Long Term Player 
Development is not about 
protecting kids from hurt 
feelings, making no one 
lose, or eliminating all 
aspects of competition. 
Long Term Player 
Development is about 
focusing on skill develop¬ 
ment, more touches to the 
ball for everyone, children 
enjoying soccer and stay¬ 
ing with the game longer. 

The main idea is that 
the game grows as the 
player grows. It is about 
coaches knowing what 
players need at each devel¬ 
opment stage. 

For our club, the chang¬ 
es will be most apparent in 
the five, six, seven and 
eight-year-old age groups. 
All ages up to 13-year-olds 
will be playing smaller 
fields and smaller sided 
games (progressing from 
3v3 to 9v9 as age and skill 
develops). 


Goalies are introduced 
at age eight. From age nine 
and up players will be 
assigned to specific teams 
for the season. 

Under that age there 
will be player pools and 
they will be divided up for 
games each week. Our 11 
to 14-year-olds will contin¬ 
ue to play in an interlock 
league with neighbouring 
communities. 

We still have travel 
teams for the more skilled 
or competitive players - 
but these too will be fol¬ 
lowing the same LTPD 
rules from OSA. 

How we are choosing to 
make this run in our club, 
with weeknight practices 
and games and once a 
month Saturday Festivals 
with 2-3 games per team 
for the 6-8 year olds, will 
be reviewed at season's 
end, but the actual rules of 
play development we will 


have to abide by as OSA 
members. 

There are links to more 
info and especially “Why 
soccer is changing” on our 
website www.nodsoccer. 
org and for all interested 
we have invited a repre¬ 
sentative from OSA to 
speak and answer ques- 

That presentation will 
be Wednesday, April, 30, at 
the community center, 
7p.m. in the Mori Room. 

We would like to extend 
our thanks to the parks 
and recreation department 
for the infrastructure 
changes. 

Most of all we are look¬ 
ing forward to the coming 
soccer season and working 
with our soccer families to 
meet the challenge of 
change.

of road changes. 

In its three years, the 
school council has funded 
more than $60,000 in 
enhancements for the 
school, she said, including 
the playground, which was 
installed before the school 
even opened. 

A need for more lockers is 
identified in the staff report, 
she told trustees—the school 
currently has 422 lockers, 
with students already shar¬ 
ing. 

The cost of new lockers 
may not be much relative to 
other costs, she said, but it 
should be included in capi- 


“A greater concern is 
where will they fit? The pre¬ 
liminary diagram provided 
by staff showed two class¬ 
rooms upstairs, but no addi¬ 


tional hallway space.” 

If more hallway space is 
needed, it could turn into a 
major expense, she said. 

According to the pro¬ 
posed site plan, additional 
parking spaces will be locat¬ 
ed where the kindergarten 
playground is now. 

Moving the equipment 
and meeting safety stan¬ 
dards “would not be a small 
undertaking,” she said. 

“The second question is 
- move it where? When the 
asphalt is extended after an 
addition is built, the small 
playground would be in the 
baseball outfield if it is to 
remain closely accessible to 
the kindergarten rooms.” 

She also raised the ques¬ 
tion of land purchase becom¬ 
ing necessary for additional 
parking, with no street park¬

ing available. 

Crossroads is looking like 
it will have the largest capac¬ 
ity elementary school in the 
DSBN, and should have the 
largest property and parking 
space, she said. 

Finally, she told trustees, 
“in the staff report, about 
500 is identified as the upper 
range of acceptable for a 
socially heterogeneous pop¬ 
ulation. I say 584 is about 
600, not about 500.” 

Crossroads, at 530 stu¬ 
dents, it is already a large 
school, she said. 

" A capacity of 622 is sim¬ 
ply too big. We are not in a 
denseurban area. Crossroads 
should not be the largest 
elementary school in the 
DSBN."

an addition was built to 
accommodate its enrolment 
of528 students. 

In addition, she said, 
although DSBN staff has said 
its projected enrolment fig¬ 
ures have been accurate to 
within 3%, “in the last six 
years, there have been three 
new builds - Forestview, 
Crossroads and Diamond 
Trail. One has already had a 
addition, and that is the rec¬ 
ommendation for 

Crossroads. This is not accu¬ 
racy within 3%.” 

Christine Lett, also a 
Crossroads parent, added 
her concerns about the 
number of students at the 
school should the two facili¬ 
ties be consolidated. 

Changes to classroom 
space have already been 
made since the original 
plans for Crossroads, with a 
student body already larger 
than the ideal school size 
and dedicated space for 
French, music and art class¬ 
es now almost full with 
homeroom classes. 

She pressed the trustees 
to stick to their 2008 recom¬ 
mendation for three-right- 
sized schools. 

“I am scared of what a 
large student population will 


do to the quality of 
Crossroads School. I have 
already seen changes in the 
overall experience since 
Crossroads opened,” she 

"It doesn’t have that same 
community school feel.” 

Adding more children 
will make it worse, she says. 

“Please keep Parliament 
Oak open in order to avoid 
more over-crowding at 
Crossroads,” she implored 
trustees. 

Christine Sauriol added 
her voice to the plea. 

With a child at St. Davids 
Public School, she said, she 
enjoys the sense of commu¬ 
nity that is hard to come by 
in a large, urban environ- 

The population of St. 
Davids is growing, she said, 
and the school will have to 
grow to accommodate it. 

“What happens when 
Crossroads is maximized? 
Will St. Davids need a mas¬ 
sive renovation?” 

Keeping three schools 
open is necessary to allevi¬ 
ate overcrowding, she said, 
encouraging trustees to 
"work and improve on three 
community schools,” rather 
than taking one away.

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Don’t take ‘drastic action’ when change is coming to review process 


Wayne Gates, newly 
elected NDP MPP for 
Niagara Falls riding, which 
includes Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, has been an outspo¬ 
ken supporter of the Old 
Town school, raising the 
issue several times in the 
legislature and calling on 
Premier Kathleen Wynne 
to keep the school open. 

Tuesday, he made the 
same plea to local school 


board trustees. 

"I have witnessed the 
overwhelming community 
support this school has,” 
he told trustees, from local 
families to politicians of all 

"I have stood in the 
community centre in Old 
Town during a candidate’s 
debate, when 400 residents 
clearly indicated that a 
school closure is not in the 
best interest of this com¬ 
munity." 

He has seen how unify¬ 
ing the issue is across the 


municipality, he said. 

The Ministry of 
Education is calling for 
“significant” revised guide¬ 
lines for the accommoda¬ 
tion review process such as 
ensuring meaningful com¬ 
munity input and the need 
to work together to make 
better use of school space 
with creative partnerships, 
he said. 

“Given this evolving 
environment, taking dras¬ 
tic action in a controversial 
school closure is now wide¬ 
ly understood not to be in 



the best interest of the stu¬ 
dents or the community.” 

The DSBN staff recom¬ 
mendation to close 
Parliament Oak, is at odds 
with the planning being 
done by the Town of NOTL 
and by the Region, he said. 
Regions and local boards 
must plan the provision of 
public service facilities, 
like schools, in an integrat¬ 
ed manner, consistent with 
the needs of a growing 
community. 

“Taxpayers simply can¬ 
not afford to have their 
local governments working 
at cross-purposes.” 

Taxpayers are angry 
when they read in the local 
media that this school clo¬ 
sure writes off $1.6 million 
in prior expenditures to 
improve Parliament Oak 
and then would cost anoth¬ 
er $1.3 million in public 
funds for an addition to 


Crossroads, he said. "A vote 
to keep Parliament Oak 
School open will not cost 
the taxpayer any additional 
dollars.” 

Gates also spoke to the 
academic success of the 
students at Parliament Oak 
and the amazing opportu¬ 
nities available to students 
that are all within walking 
distance from their school. 

“I cannot imagine a 
more perfect model 
school,” he said. 

“I am confident you will 
vote to keep this school 
open, and stabilize and set 
the course for education in 
this community for the 
next generation." 

He said he has 
requested a 
meeting with 

Minister Liz 
Sandals about 
the board's 


accommodation review 
and Parliament Oak's 

Gates was the only 
speaker who raised much 
in the way of a response 
from trustees, who ques¬ 
tioned whether the prov¬ 
ince has a plan to give 
school boards more money 
for keeping open schools 
with declining enrolment. 

But it’s not about that at 
this point, Gates said—it's 
about making the right 
decision for one school, 
when there is no support 
from any corner of the 
community for closing it.

Camp Niagara in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
played a major role as a 
training ground for soldiers 
during this period. The 
Niagara Historical Society 
and Museum will be 
launching a major exhibi¬ 
tion, Life Under Canvas, 
thanks to a $25,000 grant 
from the federal govern¬ 
ment’s New Horizons for 
Seniors program to assist 
with the research and 
development of this exhi¬ 
bition. 


The funds will also help 
to sponsor the society’s 
current Great War Lecture 
Series and will allow for 
hiring a recent graduate to 
assist with research over 
the next few months. 

Leading the project is 
Dr. Richard Merritt, well- 
known local historian and 
author of several books, 
including his most recent 
On Common Ground, 
which explores the history 
of the land known as the 
Commons in NOTL. 

Merritt is currently 
working on his next publi¬ 
cation about Camp Niagara 


during the First World War. 
He will be guest curating 
the Life Under Canvas 
exhibition in 2015. 

This new research proj¬ 
ect is one of many which 
the museum has produced 
over the past two years. In 
2012, a virtual exhibition of 
the town as it looked before 
the beginning of the War of 
1812 was launched, with 
information on property 
owners during the war and 
their War Loss Claims after 
the burning of Niagara 
(www.niagaraeveofwar. 
ca). 

The museum is also the 
past recipient of a New 
Horizons for Seniors grant, 
having compiled research 
on prisoners of war during 
the War of 1812 as well as 
research on many of the 
historical homes in Old 
Town, and published in a 
book titled Captured in the 
War of 1812. 

A wealth of 1812 
research has been placed 
on the museum’s website 


www.niagarahistorical. 
museum under the section 
Niagara in War and Peace. 

This page contains 
militia lists, muster rolls 
and land records as well as 
information about other 
conflicts. 

Volunteers have been a 
huge component of all of 
the Museum’s research 
projects. 

“We are extremely lucky 
to be in a town with so 
many people who love his¬ 
tory and who are willing to 
spend their time helping to 
preserve this town’s rich 
heritage" says the muse¬ 
um’s managing director 
Sarah Kaufman.

Imagine working in a job where you 
can be let go for any reason, with no 
recourse or appeal. Where an illness or 
injury could result in unemployment 

And unemployment means being 
sent away and, potentially, not being 
able to work again. 

If you’re a migrant agricultural work¬ 
er, an injury could spell the end of a 
much needed job. 

“It's a very serious concern for them," 
said Stan Raper, of the Agriculture 
Workers Alliance, an advocacy group for 
farm workers, particularly migrant work- 

"These workers are providing a value 
service for regions like Niagara, they 
contribute a great deal to the economy. 
There needs to be better protections for 

Some 16,000 workers from Mexico, 
Trinidad, Jamaica and other countries 
arrive in Ontario each growing season. 
They work in Canada through the nearly 
50-year-old Seasonal Agricultural 
Workers Program, and many get jobs on 


Niagara’s farms and in vineyards. 

They have been a staple for decades 
in the region — so much so, that some 
Niagara residents barely notice then- 
existence. 

“I was talking with a woman about 
the migrant workers recently and she 
said she hardly noticed them. She knew 
they were there, but they were just part of 
the scenery,” said Jackie Barrett-Green, 
health co-ordinator for the Niagara 
Migrant Workers Interest Group, or 
NMWIG, a collection of local agencies 
that assist foreign farm workers. 

For many of them, seasonal employ¬ 
ment in Canada is their biggest money¬ 
making opportunity of the year, one their 
families depend on and that the workers 
cannot afford to lose. 

So often, they do not tell their employ¬ 
ers when they are injured or sick. 

“They are doing hard, physical work, 
repetitive work, and they can develop 
injuries from that kind of repetitive 
strain,” said Janet McLaughlin, assistant 
professor of health studies at Wilfrid 
Laurier University, who has been study¬ 
ing Ontario’s migrant worker population 
for years.

She said sometimes those inju¬ 
ries, if left untreated, become seri¬ 
ous, chronic conditions. Sometimes 
they are so serious that not only is 
the person no longer fit to work on 
Canadian farms, they cannot work in 
their home countries either. 

“These are often men who don’t 
have much education and for who 
manual labour is the only thing they 
know,” she said. 

“So it can have a devastating 
impact on their earning potential, 
both here and at home.” 

Migrant workers actually have 
legal access to medical coverage 
under OHIP and the provincial work¬ 
place safety legislation. But fear of 
losing their jobs can keep them from 
telling their employers about an 
injury, said Raper. 

As well, McLaughlin said the men 
work long days and often do not have 
means of transportation. If they 
wanted to see a doctor, they would 
need their employer to transport 

She also said language barriers, a 
lack of translators and unfamiliarity 
with Ontario regulations stand in the 
way of workers accessing proper 
medical care. 

Quest executive director Coletta 
McGrath said her organization set up 
a weekly health clinic in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake at the Cornerstone 


Community Church in Virgil. That 
made it easier to reach the workers. 

The clinics operated on Sunday, 
the typical day off for most of the 
workers, so they did not have worry 
about losing time on the job to 
receive care. There were volunteer 
translators on site to overcome lan¬ 
guage barriers, and outreach and 
education programs were offered so 
the workers knew what they were 
entided to. 

McGrath said Quest ran six clinics 
over the season, and saw about 60 
workers each year. 

The program was successful 
enough that the Local Health 
Integration Network, which funds 
health care in Niagara, now provides 
Quest with an additional $75,000 in 
funding. 

McGrath said the money allows 
clinics to run from June through until 
October, and run projects to help 
about 120 migrant workers. The pro¬ 
gram is also moving to the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake community health cen¬ 
tre on Niagara Stone Rd., which 
McGrath said will make reaching the 
workers a little easier and provide 
more privacy for the ones seeking 
medical help. 

Raper said the boost in funding 
will go a long way to help migrant 
workers, but the provincial govern¬ 
ment needs to do more to protect 
and assist them while they are work¬ 
ing in the province.

He loved the opportu¬

I 
sense this is going to be 
successful. I’m not scared 
or fearful of the physical 
challenges. I know those 
challenges are inevitable. 
But through preparation 
and inspiration I hope to 
power through, put one 
foot in front of the other 
and keep moving.” 


Regardless of what 
happens —although 
Bjorgan is certainly hop¬ 
ing and planning to com¬ 
plete the hike, he can’t 
offer guarantees—he will 
be happy to have reached 
his goal of raising aware¬ 
ness, and some cash as 

When he sets off in the 
early hours of Tuesday, 
April 29 , he has $200 
sponsors for each of the 
34 days he expects it will 
take to complete the 
hike. 

He has also had much 
of his equipment donat¬ 


ed, including a heavy-du¬ 
ty thermal sleeping bag 
designed to keep him 
warm through the coldest 
of nights, and a biolite 
camp stove, for cooking 
food and boiling water, 
and which can also 
recharge electronic 
equipment for him when 
he’s off the grid. 

His tent is one he has 
used often, he said, and 
although it’s heavy, it 
gives him a sense of secu¬ 
rity, knowing that it will 
keep him and his supplies 
dry at night. 

“It’s never failed to do 


the job before, and I’ve 
used it a lot,” he said. 

He will have a GPS with 
him, critical for safety, a 
cell phone for emergen¬ 
cies, and a camera to doc¬ 
ument the experience. 

He hopes to keep in 
touch through his web¬ 
site for Biophilic World, 
which he uses to promote 
environmental aware¬ 
ness, and his Facebook 
page.

Amnesty photo exhibit draws 
attention to plight of Colombians 


The local branch of 
Amnesty International is 
drawing attention to what 
it calls an “invisible emer¬ 
gency" with a moving 
photo exhibit at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Public Library. 

“This is what we want 
to tell you!” is on display 
until April 25. 

The exhibit features 
powerful portraits of 

men of Colombia, a 
country with which 
Canada has an ever-clos- 
er relationship via a free 
trade agreement 
launched in 2011 and 
military co-operation 
that has followed, says 
Will Wilson of the NOTL 
branch of Amnesty 
International. 

Each person agreed 


they were offered the 
chance to hold up a 
hand-written message to 
Canadians about the 
acute, hidden crisis they 
face, he said. 

At least one/third of 
indigenous peoples in 
Colombia are threatened 
with physical and cultur¬ 
al extermination. 
Colombia’s highest court 
called for protection 
measures in 2009 that 
have yet to be imple¬ 
mented more than five 
years later, he said. 

Calling the situation 
"an emergency which is 
as serious as it is invisi¬ 
ble," the Constitutional 
Court of Colombia ruled 
that the survival of its 
indigenous people was 
threatened by an ongo¬ 
ing armed conflict, grave 
human rights violations 


perpetrated by all of the 
warring parties and the 
imposition of mega-proj- 
ects in their territory. 

The United Nations 
has recommended an 
investigation by its spe¬ 
cial adviser on the pre¬ 
vention of genocide, said 
Wilson. 

Canadian mining, oil 
and gas companies are 
active in Colombia, cre¬ 
ating a special imperative 
for Canada to play an 
active role to speak up for 
the protection of human 
rights, he said.

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Beer and barbecue at Niagara College

Barbeque and beer, two 
summertime favourites, 
brewed together for Niagara 
College's first-ever tasty Craft 
Beer and BBQ Festival 
Saturday.
